MOTION FOR THANKS TO SIR ROBERT WILSON. 

Mr. HurcHANsoON entered intoa detail of the services of 
Sir R. Wilson, dwelling strongly on the valour, skill, and ac 
tivity displayed by him in the Peuinsula, which had gained 
him the thanks of the Portaguese Government, who offered 
hin a pension while they procured him the proudest distinction 
he could hope—the approbation of ao admiring enemy. Phis 
f.ct was proved by intercepted letters, in which it appeared 
that a high raak in the Legion-of Honour had becn confg cred 
on those who had-distinguished themselves serving against Sir 
R. Wilson. Though young, Sir R. Wilson had been sevenicen 
sears alinost constantly in. distinguished. services, which he 
unxiously sought to share, evcn.in the most distapt and inhos- 
pitable countries. Ile (Mr. Hatchinsony did not join in the 
vulgar clamour against Boaaparte, Ife thought him at-once 
the greatest statesman, and fhe greatest warrior that ancieat or 
modern time had produced; and should he continue at the head 
of that immense Power, which was constantly increasing, and 
which had hitherfo been exerted but to the annihitation of 
those who opposed it, he theught it probable we might have 
tu contend against it for our very existence. With this im, 
pression on his mind, he thought it was necessary to foster, en- 
courage, and eves to seek out snilitary salent, that we might 
be enabled to meet it, and resist it with success. Me concluded 
by moving, ** That Sir R, Wilson, and the troops under his 
comuand, by entering Spain in September, 1898, in the mo- 
ment of peril and alarm, and by the resylution they displayed 
inthe face of. a saperior force till Ue ensuing May, when Sir 
R. Wilson feH back to join the army of Lard Wellington, un- 
der whom he served as a Brigadier-General, had reudered ser- 
vices to the eom:pon cause which merited tlhe thanks of that 
I{vuse, which the Speaker should be directed to communicate 
to that offieer.”’ : 

Mr. Pence VAL was certain ao disposition existed to under- 
vilue the services of Sir R. Wilson. As far as they went, 
they well deserved every encomiun the Honourable Gentleman 
had bestowed oo them, twas, however; se unlike what they 

ad ever done before, to vote thanks where no signal instance 
of victory catled for them, that valimablé and important as his 
services were, he could not-accede to the motion. He boped 
the Hon, Gentleman would withdraw it, and not compel him 
to oppose it, and the dlouse to refuse their Thanks, as he ap- 
prehended in Cint case they would. 

After some remarks from Mr, Can nina, General Tarir- 
ToN, and Lord CasrLeaneaGcn, Mr. UNurcuinson- ex- 
pressed his g*atification. at hearing the merited praises be- 
sidued on his Gallant Priend, and as tlre House did not seem to 
Wisk to go apy lengths, he cou-ented to withdraw his Mation,.
